Sleeplessness. 


What a true blessing healthy sleep is! 


What perfect rest for that overworked 
and overtaxed body; what peaceful ob- 
livion to that anxious and over-worried 
brain! 


But are we truly thankful for this mar- 


velous aleep, without which our brain 
would soon be unable to use its wonder- 
ful physiological powers andoarmuscu- 
lar organism would soon strike work! 
I am afraid not; I fear we do not even 
£ire it a thought of gratitude, until we 
have to exclaim! in those common com- 
plaining tones, "I've had such a rest- 
less night!" 


And yet how often, if we ask ourselves 


the cause to this restless night, may we 
trace it of some omission or commis- 
sion on our part, requiring no medical 
ueatment whatever, but simply self- 
control. 


ID the first place, then, what is this 


life-giving, health-influencing sleep? I« 
it a mere acquired habit, 01 is it a posi- 
tive physiological necessity for the con- 
tinuance of life and health? Surely the 
latter; and experience must tell each 
one ot us how little wo can do without 
it, and how necessary it is that we 
should keep strictly to those laws of 
health by which we may be enabled, to 
a certain extent, to insure sound and 
perfect sleep. 
True, natural sleep is a simple vital 


state of physiological rest, during which 
time all powers of animal life are sus- 
pended, e\ erf thought is hushed, and 
perfect rest is the result; but lot the 
brain be overtaxed, let the mind be wor- 
ried or preoccupied, or continued errors 
in diet be committed and other hygienic 
laws bo broken, then the Bleep it no 
longer of a healthy nature, tho rest is 
not so perfect, and is continually dis- 
turbed by internal irritations. Let these 
causes be intensified, or let actual pain 
o\ist, then even the mere unhealthy 
sleep is absent, and actual sleeplessness 
is the inevitable result. 


There can, I think, bo no doubt that 


dietetic errors are not only tho origina- 
tors, but also the exciting causes of 
most cases of wakefulness 
These er- 


rors do not only consist of taking im- 
proper and indigestible food, but also, 
and to a great extent, of irregularity in 
taking the meals, of imperfect mastica- 
tion, of over-eating, and of too rapid 
-.wallowing of food. 


The constant cause of sleeplessness 


in young infants can generally be traced 
to over-feeding-, conducing to intestinal 
irritation, and sometimes leading to 
convulsions, often of a fatal character. 


As to the proper time for sleep, nature 


and experience have clearly pointed out 
that the night is the period during which 
sleep should be obtained; and it has fur- 
ther been found that tho sleep procured 
the hours before midnight is the most 
healthful and life-giving. 


It has been said, nnd with a certain 


degree of assurance, that no one who 
wants to keep in perfect health should 
retire to bed later than ten at night, and 
should be out of bed as the lark rises; 
but 1, doubt, whatever inducements may 
be held out, whether we could obtain 
many followers of this rule. 


And DOW let me give you some few 


bints by which you may often be enabled 
to gain that most desirable boon—s. 
perfectly natural night's rest, free from 
dreams and nightmares, allowing you 
to wake ready for your day's work re- 
freshed, invigorated, and with renewed 
energies 


In the first place, then, keep yourself 


free, as far as possible, from that fatal 
enemy of sleep, indigestion, by the 
strict adherence to those laws of diet 
which in these days of running after 
knowledge must bo familiar to all of 
you. 
Take care that you abstain from 


those unhealthy and sleep-depriving 
heavy suppers; though there can be no 
harm in having a light meal of some 
plainly-cooked and nutritious food some 
little time before bedtime; in fact, in 
many cases of wakefulness, in debilitated 
or even weakly persons, such a meal 
rather predisposes to sleep. 
Whatever 


is taken at the time should be easy of 
digestion and not likely in any way to 
irritate the stomach, and should be 
taken in a moderate quantity. 


Exercise, and exercise in the open air, 


is absolutely necessary for tho preserva- 
tion of healthy sleep, and among the 
woman of our poorer classes, more es- 
pecially those living in our towns, this is 
not thought of as it should be. 


The habit of sleeping after a meal, or 


in fact at any penoa during the day- 
time, unless the person be in ill-health, 
can not be good, and must be undoubt- 
edly injurious to the nigiit's rest; and 
although the ovil effects of this habit 
may not become immediately apparent, 
they will sooner or later surely rcbiilt. 


For those who find that they «'an not 


go to sleep on going to bed, and who 
consequently lie awake running over in 
iheir mind the doings of tho day just 
pas«ed, and Jllanning out various con- 
IBCtnresfor the future, or pos-ibly hoap- 
<n<r up in that poor overtaxed brain 
\\ hicn is longing for rest fill tho worries 
ana trouuvs ttiat, nave come upon tuem 
tor -. in.o tiius past, looking at the fu- 
niri through the most darkened glass 
p .ssiMc, thereby still farther preventing 
even the probability of sleep in ftny 
°hape, I should advise some gentle occu- 
pation of the mind prior to retiring to 
rest—a game of chess, backgammon, or 
cards, an hour's social conversation, or 
o\ en a little reading when actually In 
bod, provided that it be not novel read- 
ing or anything equally exciting. 
To 


tho unpolitical mind 1 can imagine no 
surer soporific than steadily reading 
through one of the leading articles on 
tlio last debate, and I doubt whether my 
sleepless friend will over succeed in quite 
getting to the end of one of these with- 
out falling into the arms of that god he 
has been striving to woo. A warm bath 
again, is an excellent excitant of sleep, 
but J should hardly advise the repetition 
>rf this night after night. 
A good walk 


in the open air, extended to the point of 
inducing a slight feeling of fatigue, is 
often productive of a good night's rest, 
-Tor. Rural Sfw Yorker. 


Interpreters in the East. 


It Is difficult to estimate the share 


which mere difference of language may 
have to embittering, if not creating, in- 
ternational disputes, and in delaying and 
hindering their settlement. In European 
diplomacy, this difficulty is not greatly 
felt, though it exists in ordinary inter- 
national intercourse, and gives rise to 
much of the dislike which different na- 
tionalities entertain toward each other. 
But there can be no doubt that it is one 
of the principal causes of the friction 
which, in greater or less measure, has 
always accompanied the political inter- 
course of East and West. 
The sort of 


mutual antipathy which Orientals and 
Occidentals feel for each other, if some- 
what mtensilied by diversity of race and 
religion, is chiefly tho outcome of a want 
of mutual comprehension of their res- 
pective civilizations. Christianity is an 
Oriental religion, and the main concepts 
of life and conduct are the same in civi- 
lized Asia and in. Europe. But our politi 
cal organization we owe to Rome, our 
science, philosophy and literature to 
Greece; and the politica! spirit of Rome, 
no less than the intellectual spirit of 
Greece, was distinctly opposed to Ori- 
entalism. Our modes of thought hava 
informed our phraseology, and thia, 
a vain, has reacted upon ideas, until the 
divergence both of thought and speech 
between Asia and Europe has become so 
great, that it is hardly possible to trans- 
late other than the mcro narrative or de- 
scriptive matter from a European into 
an Asiatic tongue. All that can be done 
is to find the Asiatic ideas that most 
nearly answer to the European ones, 
and clothe the former in fitting Asiatic 
phraseology. The ordinary interpreter, 
the familiar dragoman of the Levant, is 
wholly unablo to do tlu». Speaking his 
own "language, Arabic, Turkish, oi 
Persian, for his own purposes, ho resorts 
without difficulty to tlie circumlocution, 
tho imagery, the picturesque metaphor, 
and time-honored allusion that explain 
and illustrate his meaning, and aid in 
conveying it fully and impressively to 
his native interlocutor. But he can only 
translate facts. 
He is unable to realize 


to himself tho concepts of the European 
mind, their precision is unfamiliar to 
him, their relative importance escapes 
him, and he attempts a more or loss 
verbal or direct rendering that at the 
best gives but a dim notion of what i' 
wished to be conveyed. 


It is of the first necessity that an in- 


terpreter should thoroughly compre- 
hend, not merely the words, but [he 
spirit of the communication ha has tc 
make. 
Compare the proclamation ol 


the Khedive with that of Sir Garnet 
Wolseley. 
Tho sense intended to bo 


conveyed by the latter could not be con- 
vejedto an Arab without resorting to 
tho phraseology of the former; in other 
words, the translation would have to be 
a paraphrase. 
Rendered, as it proba- 


bly was, in a style as bald and precise 
as Arabic admits of, it doubtless made 
no impression whatever. 
Those who 


have had to do with trials in a Levan- 
tine Consular Court know what a mock- 
ery the interpretation of native ovidenoe I 
usually is. 
Anything like cross exami- 


nation of witnesses is altogether impos- 
sible, and the plaintiff or defendant has 
to rely upon tho number and gonera] 
reputation of those whom he can per- 
suade or bribe into testifying in his 
f.uor. 
In some of such courts British 


iubjcot9 may be tried for their lives, 
have been so tried—nay, convicted and 
^xtculed—-upon 
evidence awkwardly 


{ot at, imperfectly rendered, and su fa- 
ll cted to no efficient test.

of Governor Cullom's successor

will be the youngest Governor Illi- 
nois has ever had. I first met him 
on a picket line in Kentucky, when 
he was a corporal and I a high pri- 
vate in the army.

The 
law firm of Rowell & Hamilton stands 
ut the head of the Bloomington bar, 
;;nd has been a success politically as 
•well as otherwise. One of its mem- 
bers is a Congressman elect, the oth- 
«r Governor of the State. Mr. Ham- 
ilton says he intends to make his 
administration a credit to himself 
an* to his party. He has a splendid 
opportunity to achieve distinction in 
hi% high position. It is no easy task 
to succeed Gov. Cullom, who has 
l>oen ono of the bast Governors Illi- 
nois has over had.

1' Homme," on that subject The book 
is acknowledged by a very conserva- 
tive geologist as a lucid resume of 
our knowledge on the question so 
successfully raised by Boucher de 
Perthes, and which has so deeply 
agitated the world for the past twen- 
ty-five years. 
The oldest proof of the existence 


of man is fonnd, according to DeMor- 
tillet, in the shape of flint implements 
discovered in the miocene beds of 
Thenay, France. Those implements 
were not the work of man, but that 
of a kind of monkey, a precursor of 
man. De Mortillet thinks there were 
three species of them, however, no 
remains of such beings have been 
discovered yet 
The author closes 


his book with the following conclu- 
sions: 


1. During the tertiary there lived 


a being intelligent enough .to make 
fire and manufacture stone imple- 
ments. 2. That creature was not yet 
man. It was an ancestral form which 
he calls anthropopithecus. 3. Man 
appeared in Europe at the beginning 
of the quaternary period, at least 
230,000 to 240,000 years ago. 4 Our 
first human type was that illustrated 
by the neanderthal skull That es- 
sentially autochthon type was slowly 
modified and developed during the 
quarternary and became the Cros- 
Magnon type. 5. His industry, very 
crude at the start, has regularly and 
progressively developed without any 
jerks, which proves that the progress 
was local, without the stimulus of 
foreign invasion or propagandism.— 
6. The qnraternary man,es8entially a 
fisher and a hunter, had no knowl- 
edge of agriculture and no domestic 
animals. 7. He lived in peace with- 
out any religions notions. 8. Toward 
the end of the quarternary he had 
achieved some artistic taste. 9. Then 
came invasions from the east, which 
greatly modified the population of 
western Europe. They introduced 
mostly brachycepbalous types. Then 
the pure dolicho cephaloua race was 
replaced by numerous mixed races. 
10. Industry and trade were also 
deeply modified. 
Religiosity, the 


domestication of animals, and agri- 
culture were introduced into western 
Europ •. 
11. That first invasion oc- 


curred during the epoch of the early 
lake dwellers; it came from Alia 
Minor, Armenia and the Caucasus 
region. 


Such are the results reached so far. 


But the "prehistoric" is quite a new 
science, which is far, very far, from 
having spoken its last word. 


Fainting, in most of its forms, is a 


purely natural and physiological con- 
dition for which there is a good 
raison tfetre. 
Fainting from loss of 


blood is nature's remedy for the 
bleeding. 
The heart's action is low- 


ered; the blood withdrawn from the 
extremeties (where, presumably, the 
bleeding is going on) into the larger 
Central vessels; the patient lies mo- 
tionless; there are no struggles to 
forte the blood out of the wound; 
there is no pain felt 
In a case of 


fainting, therefore, from 
loss of 


blood, simply lay the patient on the 
back—a little turned to one side— 
with the head low and the wound ia 
a position favorable to the doctor's 
manipulation; loosen all fastenings 
and buttons about the throat, and 
then await the doctor's 
arrival. 


Don't try to bring the patient around 
by deluging him with water. Above 
all give him no brandy unless by 
the doctor's orders. Brandy will 
end the faintness quickly enough 
but it will start the heart at double- 
quick time and send the blood surg- 
ing through the peripheral arteries, 
breaking down and washing away 
any protective plugs of clot with 
which the vis medicatrii has proba- 
bly begun to close the wounded ves- 
sels. In cases of fainting from shock 
or from pain the patient should be 
placed in an easy,* recumbent posi- 
tion, with the head low and the throat 
free from pressure. The forehead 
may then be bathed with cold water, 
and brandy cautiously administered, 
or ammonia applied to the nostrils.

MIL\\AUKEI,, Wis., January 18.-- 


Two bodies and several small pieces 
of remains were recovered from the 
ruins this forenoon, making 45 in all. 
Of these, four have been identified 
since the search began, which, with 
19 originally at the Morgue, make 23 
identified dead, and 64 dead in all. 
The search will be finished to-mor- 
row. 


Sheriff Bently, who accompanied 


Seheller yesterday, returned from 
Madison this morning, refusing infor- 
mation of any kind. The reasons 
are very strong for Seheller being in 
the Dane county jail. The District 
Attorney stated to the press agei't 
that Scheller's preliminary examinn 
tion would not be had until after thi 
inquest was finished, which will tako 
fully a week. In the absence of the 
statement promised by Landlord An- 
tisdel to the press, it is positively im- 
possible to figure at the number of 
bodies yet in the ruins; but it is sup 
posed that there are from 12 to 15, 
which would make the total number 
of victims 75 to 80. 


The remains of 43 unidentified 


bodies will be interrred in Forrest 
Home Cemetery, whose officers have 
offered a burial site. A meeting of 
the clergy of all denominations was 
called for to-day, to make arrange- 
ments and to agree upon the cere- 
monies for the gigantic funeral. - 
The day is yet to be determined upon. 


A careful compiling places the 


number of victims of the catastrophy 
at 95. Seventeen bodies of those 
killed by jumping, were taken to the 
morgue on the morning of the fire; 
eight survivors died since; three are 
identified and 43 unrecognizable re- 
mains were taken from the ruins up 
till to-night. The list of the saved 
embraces 102 names. Taking Chief 
Clerk Tice's statement of 110 guests, 
and 67 employes in the hotel at the 
time of the fire, for granted, these 
figures leave four unaccounted for 
who are presumably in the ruins.— 
Thus, the total loss of life will be 77, 
as near as can be ascertained. 


The work of searching the ruins 


will be finished to-day. 


The most damaging evidence in 


connection with Soheller's arrest on 
the charge of having set the Newhall 
House on fire, came to light to-day, 
despite the efforts of the police to 
keep the direct causes leading to the 
arrest a secret On the day before 
the fire, Seheller removed part of the 
stock of liquors from the Newhall 
House bar room to his private resi- 
dence. The stock eo removed is val 
ued at $700. The insurance agents 
have done nothing towards the ad- 
justment of Scheller's policies since 
his arrest, but surprising develop- 
ments are expected. The insurance 
men now openly assert that Scheller's 
stock was worth hardly one-half of 
the insurance.

ST. Louis, January 18.—About 6 


o'clock to-night Elihn Palmer, a 
printer in the employ of the Great 
Western Printing company, met his 
wife on Tenth street, between Pine 
and Chestnut, dragged her into an 
alley close by, shot her in the neck 
with a revolver, and then put a ball 
into his own head. The woman is 
only slightly hurt; but Palmer, who 
was taken to the dispensary and 
thence sent to the city hospital, is 
said to be mortally wounded, the ball 
having entered his brain behind the 
right ear.

THE MURDER TRIAL. 


Substance of the Testimony for the Pros- 


ecudon-A Crowded Court Boom. 


So great is the interest in the case of 


Dr. James D. Wheeler, on trial in the 
circuit court before Judge Smith and a 
jury, that it draws like a circus, every 
seat in the court room being occupied by 
attentive listeners from the opening until 
the adjournment hours noon and evening. 
About the defendant are seated his wife 
and daughter and a large number of 
physicians and others summoned from a 
distance to testify on behalf of the de- 
fendant 


James Keefe, for the people, testified 


that on the 26th of September, the day 
that Estella Bisley was taken sick, he saw 
her come out of the stairway leading to 
Wheeler's office; that she was to all ap- 
pearances in great bodily pain; and that 
a man resembling the defendant U'd her 
to a buggy near the edge of the pave- 
ment. He als< i testified to having seen 
instruments that were found in defend- 
ant's office the night of his arrest. 


Mrs. Alice Bisley, sister-in-law of the 


deceased, testified at great length, detail- 
ing the suffering of the deceased. Stella 
was taken seriously ill on Sept. 26th. 
Wheeler told witness she hod congestion 
of the lungs and bowels; was at house 
when Wheeler called to see deceased. He 
would not permit anyone to remain in 
the room when he was there. On Sept. 
28th heard Stella say she would rather 
die than have another operation per- 
formed. Saw instrument in Stella's room 
on the 28th, and identified the one shown 
her by counsel. Witness at request of 
Stella got some letters out of a drawer 
and handed them to Wheeler, deceased 
saying to the doctor as he received them, 
"Take and keep them, doctor, you know 
what they are." The doctor placed the 
letters in his pocket. The cross-exnmin- 
tion was conducted by Judge Nelson, 
who got witness to describe minutely the 
condition of deceased during her illness. 
For nearly three years previous to Sept. 
2G, witness said Stella complained of 
cramps and severe pains in her bowels. 


Miss Nellie Murphy, who resides near 


the dwelling of the Bisley family, and 
was well acquainted with Stella, testified 
to having seen her and Dr. Wheeler to- 
gether on East North street one evening 
about six weeks before the death of the 
deceased. 


Fred. Stommol testified that he had 


known 'Stella since May, 1875. Knew Dr_ 
Wheeler. In Feb., 1882, first saw Stella 
visit Wheeler's office, and once a week 
afterward until in March. Saw her visit 
the office often subsequently during the 
spring and summer. About the 10th of 
March Stella showed ine a letter with a 
name signed to it. She carried the letter 
in her hand as she came from Wheeler's 
office. Stella destroyed the letter, and 
witness dictated a reply to it, which he 
delivered at Wheeler's office. Had seen 
deceased and Wheeler together on several 
occasions on the street. Saw Stella come 
out of Wheeler's office between August 
19 and 8ept. 26. Saw Stella, in apparent 
gopd health, on the streets on Sept. 26th, 
and went to the poutoffice with her, where 
we separated. A short time afterward 
saw her crossing from Dr. Brown's office. 
This was about fifteen minutes after 9 a. 
m. Saw her go into Dr. Wheeler's office. 
Saw her come out of the office. Saw 
Wheeler go to Dr. Clark nnj say some- 
thing to him. He soon after got into Dr. 
Clark's buggy and drove to Race's store, 
He hitched the horse. When Stella came 
out of the hallway leading to his office, 
she had her handkerchief to her face. 
She staggered and was helped into the 
buggy by Dr. Wheeler «ml \vas driven 
towards her home by him. The witness 
met her on the crossiu;,r near Millikiu'H, 
She seemed to be in good health. She 
was apparently in good health when she 
went into Dr. Wheeler's office. She wim 
in the office about an hour. 


The cross-examination of Fred Stommel 


was commenced this forenoon by Mr. 
Buckingham, who questioned witness 
closely about his connection with the de- 
ceased and the number of times and pla- 
ces he had seen Stella on the streets and 
in ooinpnoy with Wheeler. IJhe cross- 
examination, which was very tedious, con 
tinued until the noon hour, when court 
adjourned. This afternoon the cross-ex- 
amination of Mr. Stommel was resumed.

to the visits of Stella to his office.

The fowls get 
no wheat, rye, or bai ley unless gome of 
it happens to be damaged. No vegeta- 
bles or fruits are raised for fowls, but if 
they happen to be abundant thcj are 
allowed to eat them, as they would oth- 
erwise be wasted

der to do their best some meat 01 fish, 
but they rarf ly get either of them unless 
some is left from the table. 


Little attention is paid to providing 


fowls with water suitable to drink. 
While animals havo water pumped foi 
them 01 are dnvon to springs, fowls 
generally aie obliged to obtain the water 
they drink from pools 01 gutteru 
In 


times of drought fowls often suffer very 
much for want of water 
In winter they 


are often obliged to eat ••now, as no 
watci is provided for Ihom 
Birds of all 


kinds requuo a very large amount of 
water, according to their si/e. 
Eggs 


are chiefly composed of water, and one 
cause of the failure of fowls to lay m 
winter may bo found in the insufficiency 
of the water supply 
Water is general 


ly furnished to fowls in \ery shallow 
vessels, from which it quickly evapo- 
rates during warm weather, and in 
which it easily freezes when the weather 
is cold. 
Fowls require water much 


oftener than animals do, as they use but 
little at a time

should be afforded 


The plan of keeping fowls in small 


flocks on different parts of the farm is 
recommended 
Shelters that will ac- 


commodate fifty or more chickens can 
be supplied with limner's or wheels and 
moved over tho grass land with very 
little difficulty 
The shelters can b« 


mado of cheap materials and can be 
put togethet by iny one who can handle 
a saw and hammer 
The roof should 


be tight so that it will shed ram, and 
ample provision should be made foi 
ventilation. 
By moving these chicken 


houses from place to place every few 
days the fowls will get a large portion 
of their living from grass and inseot« 
during the summer and fall. 
Their 


droppings will not accumulate to such 
an extent as to injure the grass for 
stock, and they will help keep up the 
fertility of tho soil 
The quarters of 


fowls should be kept at all times scrup- 
ulously clein 
The floors should be 


covered with sand, dry earth, or saw- 
dost, and the walb frequently white- 
washed. Kerosene should be applied to 
the roosts for the purpose of keeping 
away insects. A little pulverized sul- 
phur should ba placed in the nogts for 
the same purpose. A box or other ves- 
sel filled with dry ashes or flue dost 
should be kept In every building or shel- 
ter frequented by fowls. 
It will be 


found of great advantage in keeping the 
birds freOi from vermia 
During tho 


sammer these boxes are not necessary, 
as fowls can take a dost bath almost any- 
where the fjround is bare. 
During all 


seasons of the year fowls require protec. 
tion against toe wot, during the winter 
they want protection against cold, and 
during the summer they'do better If 
they have protection against the hot sun. 
They should be allowed the shade s(- 
fordSid by trees, shrubbery, or shed*.
